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The computer image file printout Untitled aka Photos Of Victim is classified as: 
Objectionable. 
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The publication exploits the nudity of a child or young person. The printout contains 
three photos of a naked boy. The boy's unnatural pose and unlikely genital nudity in the 
context of the settings of the photos, invite a sexualised reading of the printout and 
suggest a salacious intent. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as set out 
in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, 
however, with Parliament's intention that publications that blatantly exploit the nudity of 
children are deemed to be objectionable because their availability is likely to be injurious to 
the public good. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability 
of publications that seriously undermine the rights of children.
